OPEN  AIR  SCHOOLS. 

■Vt  present  we  iiave  no  Opiui  Air  Schools,  although  in 
suital)le  weather  school  playgrounds  are  largely  used  for  the 
holding  of  classes.  I consider  that  a day  open  air  school  would 
l)e  one  of  tlie  most  useful  aids  we  could  have  for  the  |)revention 
of  disr'jise,  and  would  improve  the  physical  and  mental  health  of 
many  of  the  cldldren. 

SPECIAL  INQUIRY. 

'Plu‘  Assistant  School  Mc'dical  (tilieer  and  mysell  have 
continued  tins  impnry  into  the  association  of  physical  ilefects 
with  hr.ckwa  I’d  ness  in  school  ehildien,  and  li'oin  fable  \ . it  will 
l)e  obsi‘i've(l  that  ol  (ti.)  childrvui  cdassilieil  as  backwai'd,  that  is 
to  say,  two  stamlards  below  that  ol  normal  children,  no  less 
lliaii  bS.'.l  per  cent,  wei'e  i'ound  to  be  sutlering  li'om  physical 
ilefects  which,  in  our  opinion,  is  sullicient  to  account  for  their 
back  wardiu-ss.

CO-ORDINATION. 


As  the  School  IModical  Olliccr,  who  is  also  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  is  engaged  in  clinical  as  well  as  administrative  duties, 
there  is  no  difficulty  in  co-oi’dinating  the  work  of  the  different 
Departments. 

MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

(a)  Uncleanliness  (see  Tal)le  IV.,  Group  IV.) 

I have  to  reiiort  a steady  improvement  in  the  condition  of 
children  attending  the  Elementary  Schools  in  the  matter  of 
cleanliness.  This  has  been  continuous  since  the  institution  of 
school  medical  work.  At  present  the  School  Nurses  make  visits 
to  the  schools,  paidicularly  dui'ing  the  week  following  re-opening 
after  holidays.  During  the  year  the  School  Nurses  paid  273 
visits  to  schools  in  this  connection,  the  actual  number  of  children 
examined  being  12,302.  Of  this  number  218  were  unsatis- 
factory, 2011  of  these  were  cleansed  satisfactorily  by  their  parents 
after  notice  was  given,  and  in  0 cases  it  was  found  necessary 
that  the  cleansing  should  he  done  by  the  Authority  at  the 
cleansing  station. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  parents  under  the 
Education  Act,  1021,  Section  47. 

(b)  Tuberculosis. 

Eleven  children  have  been  referi'ed  by  the  School  IMedical 
Inspector  to  the  Tuberculosis  Disi)ensary  for  ])rolonged  observa- 
tion by  the  Tubei'culosis  Ollicer,  and  of  these  7 w'cre  notilied  as 
being  definitely  tubercular  and  4 were  still  under  the  observa- 
tion of  the  Tuberculosis  Ollicer  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


RINGWORM. 

ir)2  cases  liave  been  treated  at  the  School  Clinic  during  the 
year,  (14  hc'ing  I'ingworm  ol  tlu'  scalp  and  88  ringworm  affecting 
other  pai-ts  of  the  body,  and  the  number  of  visits  ixiid  to  the 
(Millie  lor  the  treatment  ol  lliis  disease  was  1.132.  132  ^\ele 

cured,  and  20  still  remained  under  treatment  at  the  end  of  the 


year. 
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IMPETIGO. 

2;’)4  cases  of  tliis  disease  were  tivated  al  tlie  Clinic,  making' 
15157  attendances,  and  all  were  cured. 

SCABIES. 

The  treatment  extended  to  these  cases  hy  the  Public  Health 
Committee  and  the  Education  Authoi-ity  has  resulted  in  a great 
reduction  in  the  number  of  cases.  During  the  year  7 cases  only 
were  excluded  from  school,  4 attended  the  Clinic  for  treatment, 
and  15  were  treated  jirivately  and  cured.  The  cases  attending 
the  Clinic  made  <S'.)  attendances,  and  were  a, 11  cured. 

VISION, 

Arrangements  with  the  West  (d‘  England  Eye  Infirmary 
still  continue.  See  Table  IV.,  Group  II.  Five  cases  have  been 
oi)erated  upon  for  S(iuint  and  2 for  Cataract,  also  4 cases  for 
special  out-patient  treatment  for  eye  diseases  at  the  Eye 
Infirmary. 

DENTAL  TREATMENT. 

The  Report  of  the  School  Dentist  on  this  work  is  attached. 
See  Table  IV.,  Group  IV. 

MINOR  AILMENTS. 

Treatment  for  these  are  given  at  the  School  Clinic, 
particulars  api)ear  on  page  liS — Table  IV.,  Group  I. 

SWIMMING  INSTRUCTION. 

The  ari-angements  whereby  Elementary  School  Children 
are  i-egularly  taught  swimming  at  the  Cor|)oration  Baths  continue, 
and  during  the  year  215‘.)  scholars  cpialified  for  certificates  as 
compared  with  .‘5(5'.)  last  year.  'I'he  total  numher  of  scholars  on 
the  swimming  i-egister  during  the  season  was  1148. 

IMedical  inspection  of  those  wishing  to  coin|)ete  in  the 
annual  Swimming  Gala,  2415  cases  being  examined,  and  in  4 of 
these  cases  it  was  considered  inadvisable  for  the  children  to 
com))ete.

EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN  AND  YOUNG  PERSONS. 

Under  the  Uyo-laws  in  force,  7d  medical  certificates  were 
issneil  and  40  cliildren  were  re-examined  for  continuation  of 
employment,  and  in  no  case  was  it  found  that  the  children’s 
e]ni)loyment  was  detrimental  to  health  or  education. 

SCHOLARSHIPS,  BURSARS,  AND  STUDENT  TEACHERS. 

4.5  wei'e  exaniineil  and  i)assed,  subject  in  17  cases  to  having 
defects  remedied. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS  AND  OTHERS. 

04  per  cent,  of  the  imrents  were  present  in  the  schools  at 
the  examination,  and,  genei’ally  speaking,  these  parents  showed 
every  desire  to  co-operate  with  the  school  staff  for  the  benefit 
of  their  children. 

I acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  assistance  given  me  by 
the  Secretary  for  Education,  Head  Teachers,  School  Attendance 
Officers,  and  various  voluntary  agencies,  both  for  help  in 
facilitating  the  work  of  insi)ection  and  in  obtaining  treatment 
for  ailing  childi'en.  In  tlie  matter  of  treatment.  Inspector  Hart, 
of  the  N.S.P.C.C.,  lias  been  most  helpful.
